TWO RACING COMMISSIONERS RESIGN. 



Baltimore, Md.. April 25. — It now appears that 
the half-mile race track question in Baltimore 
County will have to be settled by Governor Golds 
lioroiigb, as it is for him to ap|>oint two members 
of tiie Baltimore County Racing Commission, which 
has control of tin- whole race track question in t liir 
political division of tin* state. Last year the half 
mile tracks did not all run owing to the ruling of 
the R icing Commission to the effect that they 
could have liettiug only by the pari-mutuel system. 
The Baltimore County Racing Commission, which 
was created by the Legislature of 1912. was named 
in the law establishing the laxly and its members 
were Redmond C. Stewart, Frederick von Kapff 
and Spalding Lowe Jenkins. It was set out in the 
hiw that the governor should appoint their sue 

The first thing that the commission did was to 
provide that no liettiug should be carried on at the 
tracks in Baltimore County except through the 
pari-mutuel system, which is in use in France and 
in this country iu Kentucky, where there is a state 
racing commission. One object of the machine sys 
tent is to do away with control of the race tracks 
by professional gamblers. 

When tlte pari mutuel order was adopted in Bal 
limorc County the owners of the half-mile tracks, 
of which there are three besides Tiuionium, made 
a protest to the commission, but without avail, 
iaist lull the Tiinoninni County fair races were run 
under the pari-mutuel system, the machines having 
Ix-eu loaned by the Pimlico people. II was stated 
liefore the House Committee on Judiciary at An- 
napolis when the Hall anti-gambling bill was under 
ixinsiileration that the county fair bad lost a great 
deal of money and that a half-mile track could not 
run with profit with mutnel betting. 

In the Senate Mr. Benson introduced a bill per 
mining the half-mile tracks to run with any system 
of betting they might see fit to adopt without re- 
gard to the orders of the racing commission. It 
got through the scuate with case, but in the 
Mouse it struck a snag in the opposition of William 
Purnell Hull of Baltimore city, who said he would 
try to attach to it an amendment abolishing all 
legalized gambling. This so scared the Baltimore 
County people that they had the hill recommitted 
to tbi-ir delegation, where they kept It and let it 
die. 

The two members of the commission who have 
resigned are Mr. Stewart and Mr. von Kapff. What 
the governor will do aliout filling the vacancies is 
not known. If lie names men who will reopen the 
half-mile tracks, lie will naturally get blame from 
the anti-race track people, the governor having in 
ills message to the (legislature recommended the 
passage of a bill to outlaw all race track gambling.

George J. Long’s Kentucky Derby Candidate Shows 
Brilliant Speed in Trial at Churchill Downs. 



Louisville, Ky.. April 23. — The most dazzliug 
early speed exhibited by a Kentucky Derby candi- 
date so far tiiis season was shown by George J. 
Long's Ralph in a mile trial at Churchill Iniwns 
today. With jockey Shilling up he went the first 
eighth in :11%,, the quarter iu :22%, three-eighths 
iu :3S, aud the half iu :46%. Then he slowed 
lown going five-eighths in 1:00% and three-quar- 
ters in 1:14. Taking on another hurst of speed lie 
reached seven furlongs in 1 :27%, and finished out 
the mile in 1:41. He breezed out the mile and an 
eighth iu 1 :55% and was pulled up the mile and a 
quarter iu 2:11%. He did not seeui much distressed 
after the trial aud, cooling out superbly, rested in 
his stall later as if lie had only had a fairly 
strong work out. 

The best work of any other Derby candidate today 
was by J. E. Madden’s Watermelon, which breezed 
a mile in 1:45%, handily. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



There are twelve bubonic plague eases in Havana. 

The condition of Emperor Francis Joseph, of Aus- 
tria, is causing much concern. 

State troops have been sent from Denver to co|ie 
with tin- serious situation in the mining district 
near Trinidad. 

Jacob Kiis is in a serious condition. He lias 
valvular trouble of the heart. 

I 'pou the joint recommendation of Secretaries 
Lane and Garrison, President Wilson has withdrawn 
four tracts of public land in Alaska for military 
reservations. The areas withdrawn are prominent 
points of navigable waters on the Alaska coast 
having strategic value for the protection of coal 
fields aud railroads. 

Water has been turned into the Cape Cod ship 
anal connecting Massachusetts Bay and Buzzard’s 
Bay. August Belmont is president of the corporation 
that Ini ill tiie canal anil hy July is is expected to 
lie in condition to permit the passage of vessels 
drawing twelve feet of water. The ultimate depth 
will he twenty-five feet. The construction of the 
canal will save vessels the long and perilous trip 
around Cape Cod. 



The Mexican Crisis. 

It seems likely that, tiie Mexican Constitutionalists 
will make common cause with Huerta against 
American intervention. Carranza has formally pro- 
tested to Washington against the occupation of Vera 
Cruz and lias asked for its early evacuation. This 
probably means that tiie Failed States will tie 
forced to inaugurate a combined land and sea earn 
paign ou a scale that will necessitate the calling 
out of a huge volunteer army. Carranza’s action 
is a great disappointment to President Wilson, who 
hail lieen led by John Lind to believe that he could 
count on the co-operation of the Constitutionalists. 
In fact, it is said to have been President Wilson’s 
intention to turn Vera Cruz over to the Constitu- 
tionalists and Tampico, as well, when taken. It 
is estimated that a total of 135,009 Mexicans are 
under arms now, counting all factions, and their 
numbers will lie greatly augmented at once, in all 
probability. Against this, the United States lias 
some 50.000 regulars available for immediate duty, 
in addition to naval forces of atxitit 25,000. Of 
course the equipment of the Mexicans is antiquated 
as compared with that of our trixips. 

Charge O’Shauglinessy telegraphed the state de 
partiucuts yesterday that he hud been given his 
passports and will leave the Mexican capital for 
Vera Cruz at once. Huerta is Diking special pains 
to safeguard him from attack while he remains iti 
Mexico. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher officially reports the Ameri- 
can casualties at Vera Cruz us seventeen dead and 
seven ty - 1 hree wounded . 

While there is a disposition among foreign diplo- 
mats to criticize tiie failure of the Americans to 
give formal notice of the movement against Vera 
Cruz as constituting a breach of internatinal law. 
the representatives of every European nation of im- 
portance have given assurances to the American 
department of state of sympathy with the purpose 
of iiiis country to restore peace and order in Mexico. 
Tiie answer of the stale department to the critic- 
isms referred to is tiiat a state of war does uot yet 
exist between Mexico and tiie United States and 
that the action so far taken cannot be construed 
as anything more than an act of reprisal. The shel- 
ling of Vera Cruz was justified hy the attacks made 
upon our naval forces, it is the contention. Secre- 
tary Bryan has assured the German ambassador 
that Admiral Fletcher exceeded his instructions 
when lie prevented the German steamer Ypiranga 
from entering Vera Cruz harbor. Unless a stale 
of war is admitted the United States has no right 
to interfere with merchant shins. 

President Wilson is ignoring the advice of the 
army and navy board in carrying on his campaign 
for the elimination of Huerta. The members of the 
Ixiiu'd, composed of the highest strategists of the 
army and navy, advised a sudden coup to overthrow 
Huerta. The president’s idea, suggested by Jolm 
Lind, is to take oue port after another until Huerta 
has nothing left. This probably will give way to a 
movement on a much greater seale now that actual 
war seems imminent. 

Governor Johnson of California, has ordered nine 
companies of militia to the border near San Diego 
for dutv as a patrol. The residents of the locality 
claimed that the regulars on duty there would lie 
Inadequate to protect them. 

Mexico City. April 23. — General Huerta has given 
out the following statement to the press: “Mexico 

is defending not only her national sovereignty, but 
II, at of all Latin America as well. This is not 
a war between the Mexican and American peoples, 
but between Mexico and the government of the 
l/uitt-d States, which is controlled by men who have 
forced this situation tqiou us iu spite of our efforts 
to the contrary. We shall have 400,000 men iu the 
field iu twenty days.” 

The American rtag of truce was repeatedly vio- 
lates! during the fighting at Vera Cruz, aeeordin; 
to dispatches received hy the Nav department. 

A Washington dispatch says that orders hav 
gone forth for the seizure of the railroad between 
Vera Cruz and the City of Mexico. 

A movement of Mexican Constitutionalist troops 
from Chihuahua to Juarez is reported. 

Word lias reached the War Department at Wash 
ington that the Federals and Constitutionalists hav, 
combined at Tampico to oppose any American ag- 
gression. 

The War Department has issued orders to re- 
establish at once the embargo on arms and ammu- 
nition from this country into Mexico. At El Paso 
American soldiers seized 255,000 cartridges con- 
signed to General Villa. 

American marines and bluejackets yesterday took 
possession of breastworks three miles inland from 
Vera Cruz on the railroad to Mexico City. They 
had lieen occupied l,y Mexican troops following the 
capture of Vera Cruz. Plaus are being made for 
the seizure of the railroad for a considerable dis- 
tance anil especially of two long bridges, which a 
reconnoitering party found still intact and which 
it is feared the Mexicans may destroy. There is a 
report that the Mexicans are bringing up reinforce- 
ments for an attack upon the American naval forces 
at Vera Cruz. 

The Tehuantepec Railroad across Mexico has been 
closed aud the Huwuiiau Steamship Co. has given

Lexington, Ky., April 23. — The officials of the 
Kentucky Association have everything in readiness 
or the opening of tiie annual spriug race meeting 
of twelve days here tomorrow. 

The card is one of I lie best ever offered at the 
local track aud it is expected that the 1914 Ken- 
tucky season of the greatest of all outdoor sports 
will have its inauguration in the presence of an 
excellent crowd unless the weather forecaster’s pre- 
lietions should come true. Iu that event the sun- 
shine of today will be obscured by dark clouds
